BIG BALLOON 
IS WRECKED. 


Knabenshue’s “Acrial Craft 
Obeys Law of Gravity 


Crown City Traffic Ordinance 
Is Not Satisfactory. 


Police Believe Auto Bandit 
Was Disguised Man. 


PASADENA, May 4.—~The large 
dirigible balloon, to carry a 
dozen passengers, that would not fly 
last Friday afternoon, flew with a 
vengeance yesterday. After circling 
over the city for about half an hour 
in the forenoon it crashed into @ 
grove of eucalyptus trees on Fillmore 
street, between Madison and E) Mo- 
lino avenues and was wrecked. Both 
Roy, Knabenshue, the builder, and 
Walter Brookins, who was with him 
in the car, escaped }! ijury. 

The big airship, 150 feet in length, 
was towed back to the hangar, near 
the Raymond Hotel, from where it 
started. The gas bag itself was not 
damaged. The car and mechanism 
will probably be repaired so that the 
craft will be ready for flight again in 
about a week's 

Yesterday's trip was the trial trip. 
If everything had gone all right there 
were, according to Knabenshue, near- 
ly fifty persons ready te take passage 
on it at $100 a ticket for rides between 

dena and the beach towns. 

The accident that occurred is at- 
tributed by Knabenshue to the gas 
that was used, which he declares is 
not the best kind for ballooning. Aft- 
er the airship had been up some time 
it was seen by him that its lifting 
power was insufficient for it to re- 
main longer in the air with the two 
passengers and Knabenshue descended 
near the ground and threw t the 
anchor. It caught on a tslephone 
pole and brought the airship around 
with so sudden a jerk that ome end 
stuck fast in a clump of trees and the 
other end swung around and rested 
on some high tension electric wires 
across the street. 

By shifting their positions and some 
of the ballast the aviators were able 
to raise this end until it was free from 


~ | the wires. A crowd collected quickly 


and there were plenty of volunteers 
© tow the balloon back to the 
ngar.

the Public Service Commission, re- 
questing rates and otser details. H. 
NH. Sinclair, representing the Tor- 
rance lands, said yesterday that the 
district pien is entirely satisfactory 
tu the landowners in his section and 


they are ready to go ahead and or- 
ganize. 

The plan to organize a big irriga- 
tion district in San Francisco Valley 
is progressing rapidly and satisfacto- 
rily. At a meeting held under the 
auspices of the San Fernando Board 
of Trade last week, representativ s of 
all the valley towns, including Gien- 
dale, were present. All the speakers 
approved the plan «sd a resolution 
indorsing and commending the action 
of the Board of Trade and the Dis- 
trict Committee was. unanimously 
passed. The committees hope to se- 
cure @ permanent organization within 
the next month. 

WATER BY OCTOBER. 

While the landowners of this coun- 
ty are actively preparing to organize, 
the working bringing water from the 
aqueduct’s mouth, through Franklin 
Canyon, to this city, is beginning with 
a rush. Above San Wernando, at the 
end of the aqueduct, the engineers 
propose to arrange a temporary cas- 
cade with a drop of 150 feet. The 
waterfall will be one of the show- 
places of the entire system until the 
drop is required for rower develop- 
ment, when beauty will have to give 
way to utility. 

From the aqueduct end the water 
will be carried through a temporary 
concrete lined canal down through 
‘the upper San Fernando reservoir 
with a capacity of 20,000 inches. It 
will then be carried into a covered 
conduit and bypass line through the 
lower reservoir. The bypass line has 
a capacity of 15,000 inches, the re- 
maining 5000 inches being diverted 
into the lower reservoir at its upper

‘TUNNEL ALMOST THROUGH. 

The Franklin tunnel, 3781 feet long 
and an exceedingly difficult job of tun- 
nel driving, will be completed in thir- 
ty days. Ninety days more will be 
required to put in the concrete lining. 
The tunnel will have a capacity of 
12,000 inches, sufficient to provide for 
the ultimate needs of the system and 


has been made large enough so it will i 


ear be necessary to drive a second 
tunnel. 

From Franklin tunnel to the Frank- 
lin reservoir there is a drop of 276 
feet, which will be utilized for power. 
A temporary pipe, forty-two inches 
in diameter, will be laid to carry the 
water into the reservoir. The core- 
walis for the Franklin reservoir have 
been bullt eighty-five feet into the 
ground below k. 

When the aqueduct water gets here 
about October 1, connection will be 
made with the city mains at Pico and 
Western. A seventy-two-inch line will 
extend to Sunset and con- 
nection wil be made with the thirty- 
inch main at Wilshire and Western. 
As a@ possible solution of the water 
problem of the south and southwest, 
the Water Board is considering & 
thirty-inch line to Vernon.

enforce. Indeed, if all women would 
band together to compel their chil- 
dren to attend Sunday-school, to be- 
long to church societies and to join 
in the movements which mean their 
moral training as well as social ad- 
vancement, a different would 
come over the face of the world. I 
firmly advocate religion not only for 
the soul's sake, for the country and 
the world at large.” ;

formal affairs at the White House. 
With Senorita Le Fevre she called on 
Mrs. Bryan and spent a pleasant half- 
hour with the chatelaine of the For- 
eign Office. During her husband's 
incumbency, Madam Amador met al- 
most every prominent American of- 
ficial. Few have failed to make a 
visit to the canal belt either on official 
business or as mere sightseers. Many 
invitations were seht her, but she ac- 
cepted but few. It may be that when 
she returns from Europe she may 
make a longer visit to Washingten 
and mingle more freely in official s0- 
ciety. Her tact and gracious bearing 
as a hostess in the Capitol of Panama 
when she was first lady is ettested by 
scores of people. She had the pleas- 
ure of being the hostess of Mra. Taft 
when the former President as Secre- 
tarv of War inspected the canal. 
Mrs. Taft remained with Madam 
Amador and her daughters while the 
President and the engineers made an 
exhaustive scrutiny of the work. So- 
clal customs in Panama City are 
planned on daintier lines than here. 


*| Madam Amador is passionately fond of 


flowers and during her residence 
flowers formed the keynote of every 
courtesy. Her pretty little grandchil- 
dren were always in attendance when 
exalted guests were received and they 
scattered flowers in the pathway like 
rosy cupids of eastern scenes, Usual- 
ly they presented distinguished ladies 
with lovely baskets overflowing with 
the rare blossoms of the South. Every 
afternoon, the first lady in the Pana- 
ma capital receives guests, that is

Compared With Others We're 
Poorly Supplied. 

Exposition Year to Require 
Better Facilities.

Necessity Already Shown in 
Tourist Traffic. 


That this State is ill-supplied with 
raliroads is an assertion to which rail- 
road officials may be expected to take 
exception and to offer evidence to 
prove that the contrary more nearly 
approximates the truth.

The United then leased its claims 
to the Canadian interest’ upon a roy- 
alty basis. Shortly efterward de- 
velopment work was started. The 
Government Department of Justice 
then entered the controversy and in- 
stituted suit against the railroad 
company, charging that the title to 
the land had been secured through 
fraud. The case is still before the 
courts. . 

The Standard Oil Company, on sec- 
tion 28, 19-15, is building rigs for 
wells No's. 95 and 96 on the West 
line of the section, in the district 
where the paraffine base oi} is pro- 
duced from the Eocene sand.

The planting season is in the 
fall and the plants make their growth 
during the winter and spring. The 
outdoor work is performed during the 
most delightful time of the year. 


BIG PROFIT IN CROP. 


The farmer who has enough money 
to get hold of a small tract of land 
say from five to ten acres, either by 
lease with an option to purchase, or 
by acquiring the tract outright, and 
has enough surplus capital left to pay 
for the labor of growing and barvest- 
ing the crop, is practically assured of 
reaping a large profit at the end of the 
season. It is conservatively estimated 
that it costs on an average about $150 
per acre to grow Bermuda onions. 
Some growers place the cost as low 
as $100 per acre. At the outside fig- 
ure the operating expenses on ten 
acres for the crop would be about 
$1500. The gross returns from the 
sale of the crop runs from $600 to 
$900 per acre, it is claimed, or a tota! 
of $6000 to $9000 for the ten acres. 
This would leave a net profit of $4500 
to $7500. Even cutting these figures 
in two the results would make on wn- 
usually attractive showing as a farm- 
}ing proposition. 

In the past the principal discour- 
agements to the industry were the 
lack of marketing system and facili- 
ties. Through the organization of an 
association to which most of the grow- 
ers belong these old troubles have to 
a large extent been done away with. 
All cars are now shipped through the 
association and the product is dis- 
posed of to the best advantage. The 
association has agents in al! the prin- 
cipal markets and is kept in daily 
touch with existing conditions as to 
the supply and demand. 


‘COMPETE WITH BERMUDA. 


The fact that the Texas Berniuda 
onion crop comes upon the market 
after the winter stock of the common 
onions in the Nurth and Bast is ex- 
hausted, it an advantageous po- 
sition. Its only competition are the 
shipments from Egypt. Hawaii and 
Bermuda Isiand. The Bermuda Island 
crop, however, is so small in compari- 
son with that of Texas that it is no 
longer considered a factor in the mer- 
ket situation. During the last few 
years, Mexico has begun to assume a 
position of prominence: in the Bermu- 
da onion market of this country. This 
year the revolutionary disturbances 
prevented many shipments being made 
to the United States from the Tampi- 
costerritory where the product is chief- 
ly grown. The new tariff bill cuts the 
duty on onions one-half and this is 
to chuse a gtill greater de- 
velopment of the induetrv in Mexi- 
co. A number practical onion 
growers of this section have acquired 
land in Mexico with the view of en- 
gan ce in that class of farming there 
in addition to on their pres- 
ent operations here. The Mexican

HIGH RANK IN FARMING. 


Growing Bermuda onions takes 
high rank as an aristocratic class of 
farming. Many of these agricultusists 
in the Laredo and other of 
South Texas are former clerks, tele- 
graph operators, men and 
from other walks of life.

The first step in the harvesting is to 
turn the onions out of the ground by 
means of a plow. tops are then 
cut off and they are placed through 
a sorting apparatus which grades 
them according to the different stan- 
dards as to are then 
either crated or sacked and loaded 
into cars or are placed in the ware- 
house to await shipment to market. 
PRIVATE PUMPING PLANTS. 
The water supply for irrigating the 
onion farms in the Laredo district is 
obtained from the Ric Grande by 
means of pumping plants. Each farm 
te provided with its own pumping sta- 
tion and system of irrigation. This is 
a different method from that which 
is followed in the lower Rio Grande 
Valley. where the water distribution is 


The onion seed is obtained from 
the Teneriff Island. It is planted in 
field beds in October and the trane- 
planting into the permanent fields is 
done !n December. seem 
be specially adapted to this tedious 
work. They are also adepts at plac- 
ing the water upon the land. 

As a direct result of the enormous 

obtained annually from the 
sale of the Bermuda onion crop, the 
town of Laredo has been transformed 
from a sleepy Mexican border trading 
place to a progressive, prosperous 
city during the last few years. Not 
only have the onion farmers them- 
selves prospered to a marvelous de- 
gree, but the benefits of the Industry 
are to be seen in all lines of busi- 
ness. The vaults of the banks are 
overfiowing with money. The Mexi- 
can population has thrived amazingly. 
No longer are they the sanda!-footed, 
lazy-bodied element that formerly in- 
flicted the frontier town with their 
presence. The steady employment at 
far better wages than they formerly 
received has awakened within them 
a new interest In life. They dress 
well, thelr primitive sandals have 
been replaced by American-made 
shoes; their lowly homes are well kept 
and the squalor and poverty which 
was formerly their lot is no longer in 
evidence. 


RAISES PRICW OF LAND, 


Before the discovery was made 
that Bermuda onions could be grown 
successfully and profitably in this rec- 
tion the land around Laredo was con- 
sidered practically worthless. It 
could have been purchased in almost 
any quantity for $1 to $2 per acre; 
in fact, some of the pioneers of the 
industry bought their land at those 
low prices. is same land now, with 
water upon it, is valued at $300 to 
$500 per acre. 

When the onion harvest is finished 
many of the growers take vacation 
trips to Burope and to eastern pleas- 
ure resorts.

Sev- 
eral novel dishes in which the onion 
forme the principal part have been 
recently introduced into Texas from 
Mexico and are proving popular with 
epicureans.

The cause of the Baltimore disaster 
is not known, but one account states 
that a stevedore jammed his cargo 
hook into a box of dynamite.

In the Thames no person near the 
ship is allowed to carry any matches, 
fuses or other combustibles, and the 
only matches allowed on the vessel 
are those of a special safety kind 
passed by the authority, and even 
these matches must be kept In a safe 
place apart from the explosive. No 
man is allowed to smoke anywhere 
in the neighborhood, and no pas- 
senger can set foot on the ship at 
the time. 

The precautions against fire, and, 
indeed, against everything that might 
possibly cause an accident, are most 
elaborate. No explosives can be 
loaded until the stokehold fires of the 
vessel, the tug and all the beats in 
the vicinity have been carefully 
banked up an hour previously, and all 
other fires and

must be of such a type as to dispose 
completely of any risk of fire or ex- 
plosion. 

Winches or cranes must not be used 
in handling explosives of whatever 
character, from the penny firework 
to the most deadly compounds used 
in blasting or warfare.

ARE ILLEGAL. 


DECISION OF SUPREME COURT OF 
CONNECTICUT. 


Every Citizen Has .the Sacred 
Right to Pursue Unmolested 
lawfal Employment in a Lawful 
Manner, and Employers Have Right 
to Employ Whom They Picase. 


{New York Journal of Commerce: ] 
The Supreme Court of Errors of Con- 
necticut by a unanimous decision has 
held that contracts of the Danbury 
hat manufacturers with the labor un- 
fons which exclude from their em- 

loyment workmen who do not belong 
the uniona, are Il! as contrary 

to public policy. e suit was 
brought in behalf of a man who was 
discharged at the demand of a union 
and in compliance with an agreement 
with it, for no reason except that he 
refused to continue a member, pre- 
ferring complete Wherty in his rela- 
tions to employers. The result was 
that he could get no employment at 
his trade, at which he had been earn- 
ing $21 a week, and was obliged to 
gain his living aw from his former 
home at common labor for $9 a week. 

The Chief Juatice of the court 
which rendered the decision said that 
they were not prepared to subscribe 
to the “extreme proposition” that 
“every agreement, whatever the con- 
ditions, a labor union with an em- 
ployer W Provides that the lat- 
ter shall not employ, either at all or 
in any given department of his work, 
any other than union mem-

“where the agreement is one which 
takes in an entire industry of any 
considerable proportions in a com- 
munity, so that it operates generally 
in that community to prevent or se- 
ebuatr to deter craftemen from work- 
ine at their craft or workingmen from 
obtaining employment under favor- 
able conditions without joining a un- 
lon” —in that case, the authorities are 
“in complete accord” in holding that 
it is contrary to public policy. The

This being the case, it is hard to 
discover the ground for the distinc- 
tion which the court makes. The 
wrong and the hardship differ only 
in degree if the employment is not one 
which so completely absorbs the in- 
dustrial community that there is little 
chance of making a lMving in any oth- 
er. Why hes not a man ah cqually 
sacred right to pursue unmolested the 
occupation which he has chosen and 
in which he is trained without belong- 
ing to a union, even though he may 
make a less satisfactory living at 
something else or in some other place? 
Employers cannot be compelled to 
employ non-union men. Why should 
they be compelled by legal enforce- 
ment of a contract to employ only un- 
fon men? 

They are at liberty to employ only 
union men if they choose, but if they 
bind themeelves by contract to em- 
ploy no other and dismiss employees 
because they choose to give up their 
union membership that “sacred right 
of citizenship” and “boasted liberty 
of citizens’ are Violated, regardless 
of the degree of wrong suffered by it. 
Why is not the contract contrary to 
public policy in the one case as in 
the other? The principle of the 
forced “closed shop” is in conflict with 
“the boasted liberty of citizens’ how- 
ever it is applied. Labor unionism, 
rationally conducted, can serve its 
legitimate purpose without resorting 
to the worst practices of monopolv 
and seeking to crush out competition 
jm any employment or community.

North Star Closes Deal for 
Champion. 


(Gpecial Comespondence of The Times.) 

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) May. 2.—The 
mining interests throughout Califor- 
nia are waging a determined battle 
against the passage of the Kehoe bill 
for the regulation of gold-dredging. 
A number of petitions, signed by hun- 
Greds of interested people, have, been 
presented to represertatives of the 
mining districts, and it is evident that 
the mining element is fully aroused to 
the dangerous measure. The bill 
would not only prevent the develop- 
ment of possible new fields, but would 
also compel companics owning proven 
placer ground to cense from further 
activities, on the pretext that agri- 
cultural land is irretrievably de- 
stroyed. 


It is estimated by impartial investi- 
gators that only 2000 to 2500 acres af 
actual agricultural land have been 
ruined by the dredges in the whole 
period of California dredging, and 
that only from 3000 to 4000 acres are 
in ahy way involved in future opera- 
tions. The great bulk of the land 
suitable for dredging never did have 
any value for farming purposes, but 
was largely mineral ground, which 
had been previously worked for its 
gold contents by other methods. To 
Gate the gold dredges of California 
have yielded approximately $50,000,- 


000, and afford employment to hun-/[{ 


Greds of men, besides instilling new 
life in many districts formerly lying 
dormant. 

Several hundred acres of d 
land are replanted at Oroville, Folsom 
and other points, and bountiful crops 
of grapes, peaches, a!falfa, eucalyptus 
and other products have been garn- 
ered. ‘This work proves conclusively 
that a le portion of the smal! acre- 
age tu over by the gold-boats can 
be again devoted to agricultural uses. 

The dredging companies have also 
been active in reclaiming land from 
the rivers, one company alone, the 
Natomas Consolidated, having turned 
about 60,000 acres of previously waste 
land into valuable farm an4 ofchard 
tracts. And the money used in this; 
work was derived from the profits 
paid by the gold ships. Such develop- 
ments as these prove conclusively that 
gold-dredging is not inimical to the 
best interests of the State, and that its 
opponents are assailing the enterprise 
without giving fair consideration to 
its merits.

Pitchbiende, 
especially the high grade variety of 
near Central City, Colo., is the most 
important uranium ore in the world; 
itt is the finest grade known, and is 
superior to the Austrian pitchbiende, 


A high authority on minerals at 
Washington, D. C.. once told the 
writer thet he “never saw va 
ore of a yel color. Carnot 


of a canafry-yellow color, and many 
vaniadates carry yellow and brownish- 
red colors that are aften confused 
with iron oxides. us and ferric 
oxides are frequently of a deceptive 
yellowish color, and these oxides 
“worry” the mining boys in the hills 
more than any other variety of min- 
eral. 

Pitchbiende, tn ite dark and biack- 
ish matter is confused with man- 
ganese, and iron, and: espectally so 
when .microscopical sulphides are 
present, but usually you will find 
“pitchy”-looking material combined 
in pitchbiende.

“Satisfactory in all respects. J. H. 
Williams, who made me a junior part- 
ner in his establishment, was greatly 
interested in the happy surroundings 
and mental attitude of his workmen, 
He gave them bathing facilities long 
before welfare work became known 
as a policy or a‘phrase. I went along 
with him in his opinions and efforts 
and lived through and emerged from 
the day when man was thought to 
be of less value than the machine he 
was employed to operate. 
THERE IS MONEY IN HAPPINESS. 
“Welfare work is an undentable 
success, provided it is not a frill to 
cover up wrongs or deficiencies. 
should be a state of mind and not a 
means of depriving men of the things 
they ought to have. Three funda- 
me 1 requirements must be met, 
however, before it is. attempted. 
First, good wages. Mr. Williams paid 
higher wages than were paid by his 
competitors. Second, regularity of 
employment. Third, reasonable hours. 
Welfare work, when supplementing 
these conditions, is acceptable to the 
employee and ofitable ‘to the em- 
ployer. If welfare work is intended 
to be a palliative for low wages or 
long hours, it will fall, of course. 
“The wise manufacturer under- 
stands that the men in his shop are 
more important to him than his ma- 
chinery, and that their wages do not 
constitute an expense, but take the 
tangible form of an investment. The 
new conscience—and I am going back 
to a favorite expression of my own— 
teaches that the well-paid worker, 
free from overstrain, fatigue or dis- 
ease, is the cheapest producer. Let 


us say that you are employed In my 
foundry. The moment I realize that 
an 


sets to me, you get light, pure air, and 
the means of doing your work without 
danger to your health and efficiency. 
A happy employee means a happy 


work. Without those three funda- 
mentals, or any one of them, welfare 
work is a failure and can't fool the 
youngest boy or stupidest man in the 
establishment.” 

“What do you think of Socialism?” 

“You have given me a huge con- 
tract,” Secretary Redfield replied. “I 
should want to read for six months 
before attempting to give you an an- 
swer. I'll say, however, that the de- 
structive criticiem of Socialism is do- 
ing it good. The movement of the 
time is toward certain istic 
ideals, but not toward organized So- 
clalism.” 

WANTED HIS DUTY REDUCED. 

“How long have you been a tasiff 
reformer?” 

“Ever since our company, tn 1893, 
petitioned William L. Wilson, chair- 
man of the Weys and Means Com- 
mittee in the House of Representa- 
tives, to reduce the tariff on such 
articles as we manufactured. Mr. 


Williams thought a protective tariff 


was a-nulsance. Why? That would 
call for a long and technical explana- 


tion. Briefly stated, he thought we 


didn't need it, that nobody needed it. 
He said it accustomed business men 


to lean on the national government, 


and therefore made them cow 


lessened their efficiency and weakened 
their originality, They should, so he 
argued, depend on themselves and nat 
on Congress and be energetic, in- 


ventive and self-reliant. 
“T had sold goods abroad, in 


Paris, 
and agreed with him. My convictions 
are firmer today than ever béfore. I 
would not venture to cut a triumphant 
swath through the middle of Europe 
all at once, but with patience and 
good management. I feel confident 
that I could in time get my share of 


such business as I went after. If I

“How did you get into politics?” 

“I was an observer of public mat- 
ters for many years, being a Demo- 
crat, but of the independent variety. 
I worked with the late Edward A 
Shepard in his efforts towards civic 
reform. Then, in 1902, I was asked 
to take the office of Commissioner of 
Public Works in Brooklyn. At lunch- 
eon, one’ day in 1910, several men 
urged me to be a candidate for Con- 
gress. They said they should like to 
vote for a low tariff manufacturer.
